The Blue Grass Pest, 


Clinton Public: A new pest, or one at 


least new to our immediate vicinity, has 
ippeared on the farm of Hon. Jacob Zleg- 
ler. He has noticed for sometime that a 
large pasture of blue grass was apparent- 
ly dying. The grass became stiff, dry, 
and took on a reddish color. It 
became 


so dry that it wonld readily burn. So 
strange a thing caused Mr. Ziegler to ex- 
amine the stems, when he found countless 
numbers of little, flea-like insects, scarce- 
ly visible to the unaided eye, that are 
doubtless the cause of the trouble. 
Un- 


der the glass the insect is of a light 
green hue. It has two small eyes, two 
feelers reaching out from tbe head and 
six legs that stilt tbe body and enalle tbe 
creature to jump In its movements. It 
has not the form of tbe Icuse, but belongs 
to the general from which tbe flea springs. 
The specimens were sent Prof. Forbes of 
Champaign, the state entomologist, who 
will doubtless report in a few days the 
name and the means of disposing of the 
pest, whose ravages, it Is hoped, are not 
wide In extent.

Eye •— An Anecdote of 


King; Cetewayo. 


Lord Wolseley is iu his sixty-fourth 


year, having been born in Dublin on 
June 4, 1833. He came of a family of 
soldiers, but no other Wolseley distin- 
guished himself as the present com- 
mander in chief has done. 


The occasions on which Lord Wolse- 


ley has been within an ace of death are 
almost too many to be counted^ He has 
had the unpleasant sensation of bullets 
whizzing within a fraction of an inch 
of his head. Once one of these carried 
away his hat, and at other times bullets 
made boles in the sleeves and lappets of 
his ooat. One of his most exciting1 ad- 
ventures was in Burmah, after he had 
been in the army three ye<rVs. Young 
Wolseley was told off with four others 
to a certain point in a skirmish, and he 
had the misfortune to fall into a man- 
trap—a huge hole fire feet deep, with a 
spike in the mifldle. The young trooper 
was stunned, but he managed to crawl 
out of the trap—on the enemy's sidel 
The enemy commenced firing, and 
Wolseley returned to the hole, where 
he guarded himself from the firing 
round about him. 


When the air seemed clearer, and the 


noise was somewhat subdued, Wolseley 
again got out of the hole and ran for his 
life. He was 150 yards from the Brit- 
ish line, and he ran on, expecting every 
moment (he says) to "provide a refuge 
for a dozen or 20 bullets ia my body." 
Wolseley returned safely, however, and 
was again dispatched ia charge of an- 
other detachment. A man named Tay- 
lor had a detachment, too, but fell dead 
by Wolseley's side almost immediately. 
Wolsel"}" was severely wounded, and 
they wanted to carry him away, but he 
refused. "Goon! Goon! Goon,men! 
Go on!" he cried, and the enemy "were 
defeated. The brave young soldier lay 
sick in the hospital for three months and 
afterwards walked about on crutches. 
He Jjad hardly recovered when he was 
called to action in the Crimea, where, 
a week before the taking of Sebastopol,

he lost the sight of his right eye, and re- 
ceived the scar on his cheek which is 
visible .to this clay. 


"We were losing a battalion a day 


then," said Lord Wolseley. Wolseley 
was sketching, with two other man. 
Suddenly a flash, followed by a bullet, 
came into the midst of the little group. 
His co'mpanions fell dead, and Wolseley 
was carried to the c'imp, his left cheek, 
in his own words "lying on my jacket," 
and his face riddled with stones and 
bullets. The next morning a piece of 
flint two and a half inches long was 
taken out of his cheek with a pair of 
dentist's forceps. 


Some years after theseexperiences of 


war. Lord Wolseley was one of a thou- 
sand souls on board a. ship wrecked in 
the Straits of Malacca. The vessel was 
utterly lost, but Wolseley was iu the 
last group of soldiers to leave the sink- 
ing ship. He losCall he had, and lived in 
dire distress for ten days on an almost 
uninhabited coast. 


One of the best stories told by Lor-3 


Wolseley is of the Zulu war. when Cete- 
wayo was be-trayed into his hands by 
his own prime minister. Cetewayo had 
hundreds of wives, but his conqueror 
released all but three, whom he sent 
with the chief in exile. Cetewayo felt 
deeply the separation, and pleaded 
again and again for his wives. But Lord 
Wolseley was obdurate. At last his 
lordship was to return to England, and 
hearing of his intending departure, the 
atilu chief sent him a ftnnl message ask- 
ing, pathetically, that if he would not 
send him any more wives, he would at 
least exchange the three he had for' 
three others! 


Lord Wolseley'ssuccess is undoubted- 


ly due to his unique apprenticeship in 
the art of war. Barely has a soldier's 
career begun under more critical, but 
auspicious, circumstances.

Wolseley had a great opportunity, and 
he took advantage of it. His soldier's 
life has been one of persistent defiance 
of danger, and it is to that character- 
istic, more- than to anything- else, that 
Lord Wolseley owes his proud position 
of comrnander-in-chief of the British 
»rmy.

Few men in the confederate army 


were more conspicuous or interesting 
than. Col. Mosby. As a dashing raider 
he was unapproachable, even among 
the boldest of the raiders of the south- 
ern semi-guerrillas. He %vae born in 
Powhatan county, Va., December 6, 
1833. He entered the University of Vir- 
ginia, but before completing his course 
shot and wounded a fellow student who 
had insulted him. He was sentenced to 
A fine and imprisonment, but was par- 
doned. 
He studied law while in jail, 


and was soon afterward, admitted to 
the bar. 
At the beginning of the war 


he enlisted in a company of cavalry, 
and served in the campaign of the Shen- 
andoah under Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, 
and maintained the picket on the Poto- 
mac during the winter of 1802-3. 


In February, 1SG2, he wa> made ad- 


jutant of 'his reg-iment, but shortly 
afterward returned to the ranks. He 
then served as a scout at Gen. Stuart's 
headquarters, and guided that officer on 
a bold raid on the rear of Gen. McClel- 
lan's position on the Chickahominy. In 
January, 1863, he crossed the Eappahan- 
Dock into northern Virginia, which had 
been abandoned the year before to the 
federal forces, and recruited a force of 
irregular cavalry, with which he har- 
assed the federal 
outposts, cutting 


communications and destroying sup- 
plies. Several expeditions were sent out 
to capture him and his men, but when 
then found themselves too hard pressed 
they disbanded and scattered to their 
homes, reassembling when the pursuit 
was abandoned at a pre-arranged ren- 
dezvous. 
He evaded every encounter 


unless certain of victory. 


His soldiers were of a nondescript 


sort, composed of deserters from the 
federal army, outlaws and adventurers, 
who were soldiers merely for the sake 
of the booty they might obtain.

cbsrge on the federal force, routing a 
much larger army than his own. At 
Dranesville on the 1st of April, li-63, he 
routed a large detachment sent ex- 
pressly to capture him. While the main 
armies, were engaged at Chancellors- 
ville he surpri&ed a party of cavalry at 
Warrenton junction, but was subse- 
quently routed. He raised a new force 
nnd went to the rear of Hooker's army, 
wrecked a railroad train, was sur- 
rounded., but cut his way through, in- 
flicting great damage. In May, 1864, 
Mosby captured a railroad transport 
near Aqua 
creek, compelling Gen 


Grant, then engaged in fighting the- 
battle of the Wilderness, to detach a 
large force to dislodge him and protect 
his communications. 


He was successively promoted through 


the various grades to the rank of 
brigadier general and was several limes 
woundeid. By a special act of the con- 
federate congress his men were permit- 
ted to retain all spoils of war taken bv 
them, besides receiving the regular pay 
of cavalrymen. 


At the close of the war Mosby went 


to Warrenton, Va., and took up the 
practice of law. He was there in 1872, 
when 
the Oreeley-Grant campaign 


came, and the incorrigible rebel guer- 
rilla amazed 'his friends and compatri- 
ots of the south by hoisting1 his stand- 
ard for Grant instead of the democrat. 
He had done it once before when he 
supported Grant as a reconstruction 
president, but this time he came out 
flatly as a republican. 


He supported Hayes in 1S7G and was 


rewarded with the consulship at Hong 
Kong. He was a proud man and ex- 
cessively sensitive in those try ing times 
and twice refused to accept office under 
President Grant. 


On his return from China he settled 


in California and has done well there as 
a lawyer. As a soldier he was a terrible 
disciplinarian and ns a lawyero shrewd 
reader of statutes, though not a brll' 
liant pleader. 


Some of the Ceremonies That 


SenftelosH and Fantastic. 


From a strictly "up-to-date" point of 


view many of the ceremonies attendant 
en the coronation of the English sov- 
ereign are senseless and fantastic. But 
embodying, as they do, the history or 
tradition of centuries, from the stu- 
dent's standpoint they are of deep in- 
terest. Mr. P. H. Ditch field, in a book 
concerning "Old English Customs," de- 
scribes some of the most remarkable of 
these customs. 


By hereditary right many persons 


have special dignities and duties at 
this time, and preceding a coronation 
a special court of claims is appointed to 
Investigate these ancient rights And 
privileges. 


The prerogative of the lord of the 


a-anor of Workshop is to present a 
glove and to support the sovereign's arm 
when holding the scepter and also to 
hold the office of chief butler, which 
entitles him to receive a cup of pure 
gold. The ceremony of enthroning ii 
called "lifting to the throne," derived 
from the custom of our Anglo-Saxon 
forefathers, who, when their king was 
enthroned, lifted him from the ground. 


Among the curious claims of service 


Is that of a certain baron to carry the 
great spurs and of the archbishop of 
Canterbury to make a mess of pottage, 
called dillegrout. 


Certain offerings are made, among 


which are an ingot of gold and an altar 
pall, "composed of ten yards of gold- 
barred, gold-frosted, flowered brocade, 
lined with rich sarcenet and with deep 
gold fringe." 


The oaken chair on which the sov- 


ereign i;- seated has been in use sincv 
the time of Edward II., and beneath it 
is the coi onation stone, which was con- 
'cyed to Westminster from Scotland 
by Edward I. A wild legend declares 
it to be the stone on which Jacob laid 
his head when he slept at Bethel. 


The most solemn function is the 


anointing, during which four knights 
ot the garter hold a cftnopy over the 
saverelgn while the archbishop pours 
the anointing oil with a spoon, which 
Is the most ancient of all the regalia 
and with which many sovereigns have 
been anointed. 


But the strangest survival of all is 


the claim of the Dymoke family to thr 
office of king's champion. His "duty is 
to appear on horseback in Dull armor at 
the royal banquet after the coronation, 
r.ceompanied by the earl marshal and 
the lord high constable. The champion 
then makes a challenge, according to 
the old-time form of words, and throws 
down his gauntlet. The challenge not 
being accepted, the sovereign drinks the 
health of the champion in a silver cup, 
n hich is presented to the brave defender 
if English monarchy, who then backs 
his horse out of the hall. — Chicago 
News.

How One of the Dig: Hotel™ Cuts Into 


the Trade of a Smaller Plnre. 


"Yes, the development of New York 


as a city of magnificent hotels is truly 
wondterful," said the proprietor of a 
small establishment on a thoroughfare 
uptown, "but the small fry are not en- 
tirely jubilant over tha prospect. It 
has taken me a dozen years to build 
op my trade in this place to a stage 
where the profits amount to a reason- 
able interest on the investment. I have 
had a good run of patronage at nay even- 
ing table d'hote dinner, for which I 
charge 75 cents, or, with wine, one dol- 
lar. My patrons fc ave compl inrented me 
upon my success as a caterer; I have 
added to rather than taken from the 
courses, and yet my trade is slipping 
away. One of the mammoth hotels in 
this neighborhood advertises a table 
d'hote dinner at $1.50. The managers 
are under tremepdous expense and to 
eke out they have arranged a sliding 
scale of prices. They serve four dis- 
tinct bills of fare. Dinner number one 
costs tie guest 50 cents; number two, 
60 cents; number three, 75 cents, and 
number four, one dollar. These meals 
are served in the cafe end the diner, I 
presume, receives as good service and as 
good food as the guest who pays $1.50 
in the main dining haJI. You see the 50 
or 60-eent diner tells his friends he 
eats at the new swell hotel and they 
credit him with being prosperous and 
call him a high-liver, whereas, if he con- 
tinues to patronize my dollar dinner, 
he is spoken of as 'aating at one of 
those cheap French restaurants.' 


"Meanwhile the big hotels continue 


to spring up and the small fry must su f- 
fer. So, you see, I do not regard the 
great enlargement of New York's hotel 
capacity as an unmixed blessing."—N.

to the north pole on the "ice destroyer," 
such as is described by Science Sittings, 
will not have to com/plain of a lack of 
excitement if the "destroyer" one* set- 
tles down to business.

Warington 
Baden-Powell, says Sittings, pins his 
faith to a great ice-destroying- steam- 
ship—a kind of ocean plow.

is intended to project for several feet 
above the water level. The shaft of the 
screw will be a massive bar of steel, 
pointed at one end, so that it may be 
operated as a rain. It is the < Jfea of the 
inventor to. send the craft into an ice 
pack or floe under full head of steam, 
with the propeller at the stern amid the 
screw at the bow, both working' to- 
gether. 


This rapidly revolving1 screw and rain 


combined will crash, into the ice, im- 
pelled by a power that i« tremendous. 
Then it will saw aind bore and rip its 
way throiiffu the pack or floe, throw- 
ing the ice upward and backward in 
huge blocks. One miffht expect that 
the flying Ice a<nd snow would injure 
or burden the vessel; but to avoid such 
n. disaster a shield lias been constructed 
which will answer the dual purpose of 
lessening the heavy shocks of the waves 
and the bombardment of great chunks 
of flylujf ice. The shield is a curved 
•ifflair, running from a point forward 
lima the deckhouse, backward at an 
angle of 45 degrees. It will be made 
of heavy boiler-iron sheet riveted to- 
pe ther. 


Just behind the- deckhouse is the fun- 


nel. From this point the craft, as de- 
signed, gradually narrows to the stern, 
which ends in a rounded point.

The petrole- 
um will be carried in a tank, heavily 
protected by steel, in that portion of 
Hie craft in. -which coai bunkers ore 
ordinarily located. Tlw? tank room is 
to be very large, considering the si/.e 
of the boat, and sufficient for am ex- 
ceedingly long voyage. Owing to the 
fact that only a moderate rate of speed 
will be maintained, tlie supply of fuel 
will prove much more ample than it 
would otherwise. 


Below and all around the forward en- 


gine room are strol tanks, in, which the 
petroleum is stored. In the after sec- 
tion of the hull, about a third of the 
vay from the atom, is placed the engine 
which runs the propeller. The boiler 
room is just in front. Store rooms, in 
which can be carried provisions for 3'/4 
years, and petroleum tanks, will occu- 
py the after portion of the ship.

The custom is not so con- 
lenient for the loafers, but it means 
that the saloon keeper, like the laborer,
